CLOSING ‘SCENES OF THE SESSION,

Washington, March 6.—The 
fifth national congress was adjourned 
at noon Saturday after a session which 
marks a memorable epoch in American 
history. All of the large appropria- 
tion measures, over which a battle 
royal had been waged during the clos- 
ing days of legislation, were passed, | 
compromise on the more important , 
features having been effected during — 
the all-night vigil of the members of 
both howsiss. The senate was adjourned 
at 12:08 o’clock, the house at 12:10. 

Senate Last Session. 

The day of final adjournment broke 
with the senate in executive session,. 
disposing of a large number of nomi- 
nations. When the doors were opened 
there were seen but a score of tired 
members, who were waiting for the 
final reports of the conferees on the 
two bills yet in dispute. Finally Sen- 
ator Hale appeared with both. The de- 
ficiency bill was quickly passed and 
then came the final and closing fight 
on the naval bill and the price of armor 
plate and for an armor plate factory. 
‘This was finally over and the weary 
senators took a short recess. 

Upon reassembling the senate took 
on a new appearance. Some few at- 
tempts at legislation were made, but 
all were unsuccessful.

When this 
was done only five minutes remained 
of the congress, but the hands of the 
clock. were turned back ten minutes 
to give time for the usual complimen- 
tary resolutions and the address of the 
vice president.

were hurried for signature. Finally 
the last big appropriation bill had re- 
ceived the president’s approval and 
everything was ready for the close. 
The resolution thanking Vice Presi- 
dent Hobart and President Pro Tem. 
Frye were adopted, the vice president 
responding in an appropriate address, 
and the senate, which had been in a 
turmoil for several days, quietly came 
to an end. 

There was no demonstration what- 
ever in the senate. There was general

many expressions of regret were heard 
that many members whose terms ex- 
pired were not to be here when the sen- 
ate met again. 

House Proceedings, 

Washington, March 6.—The house 
proceedings dragged slowly after mid- 
night, as the conferences on various 
appropriation bills were not ready to 
report.

When this 
was done only five minutes remained 
of the congress, but the hands of the 
clock. were turned back ten minutes 
to give time for the usual complimen- 
tary resolutions and the address of the 
vice president. 

President McKinley and his cabinet 
had come to the capitol and were in 
the president’s room back of the sen- 
ate chamber, where the various bills 
were hurried for signature. Finally 
the last big appropriation bill had re- 
ceived the president’s approval and 
everything was ready for the close. 
The resolution thanking Vice Presi- 
dent. Hobart and President Pro Tem. 
Frye were adopted, the vice president 
responding in an appropriate address, 
and the senate, which had been in a 
turmoil for several days, quietly came 
to an end. | 

There was no demonstration what- 
ever in the senate. There was general 
handshaking among the senators and 


many expressions of regret were heard 


that many members whose terms ex- 
pired were not to be here when the sen- 
ate met again. 

House Proceedings, 

Washington, March 6.—The house 
proceedings dragged slowly after mid- 
night, as the conferences on various 
appropriation bills were not ready to 
report. Time was killed by frequent 
recesses, and the members were kept 
in good nature by soup and stories. 
At 4:30 a. m, Saturday the river and 
harbor conference agreement was re- 
ported by Chairman Burton, who 
imoved its adoption. This led to consid- 
erable discussion, 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, raised a point 
of order against the canal amendment 
on the ground that it was not germane, 
and also was new legislation not in dis- 
pute between the senate and louse. 
The two houses, he contended, had leg- 
islated with the Nicaragua route in 
view, but the conferees had set aside 
this route and opened up the whole 
question of routes. 

Mr. Hepburn was finally ruled out of 
order on the ground that his motion 
had come too late. 

The conference report was then 
agreed to without division. This was 
the last legislative siage of the bill, and 
it was ready for the president. 

At 5 a. m. Mr. Boutelle presented a 
partial conference report on the naval 
bill. It covered everything save the 
three big items—new ships, price of 
armor and a government armor fac- 
tory. Mr. Boutelle stated that the 
senate conferees were weakening, par- 
ticularly in the reduction of ships, and 
he thought the house would win on the 
next conference. The partial report 
was adopted. The house insisted on its 
provisions as to ships and price of 
armor. 

Mr. Handy, of Delaware, moved to re- 
cede and concur in the senate amend- 
ment for a government armor factory; 
lost, 34-77. The three items then were 
sent back to conference. 

At 5:20 a recess was taken for 20 
minutes. | 

The two hours from 5:30 to 7:30. were 
spent in recess, the house. reassembling 
every now and then to see if any work 
was ready. | : 

At 7:45 the District of Columbia con- 
ference report was presented and an 
extended debate occurred on sectarian 
charitable institutions. 

Mr. Henderson made a stirring ap- 
peal to his associates to reject the con- 
ference report, declaring that it cut 
off the orphans of the district and 
was a concession to a secret. organiza- 
tion. The report was adopted. 

The conference report upon the de- 
ficiency appropriation bill containing 
a full agreement upon all disputed 
points was presented at eight o’clock 
and agreed to without a word of de- 
bate. 

At 8:30. o0’clock the final conference 
report on the naval bill was presented 
by Mr. Boutelle. He explained that 
the senate had yielded to the house as

Thecourtesy to the speaker was never 
given more gracefully than it was Sat- 
urday by the democratic leader. There 
was no fulsome eulogy, but a dignified 
recognition of the rule of the majority, 
and an admission that the speaker had 
been as fair to the minority as any dem- 
ocrat under changed conditions could 
have been toward the republicans. The 
resolution was adopted by a unanimous 
rising vote, and the three party leaders 
on the floor, Payne, Bailey and Bell, 


were appointed to escort Mr. Reed te 


the chair. It was a reenactment of the 

formal] induction of Speaker Reed inte 

office, the same men participating, and 

Mr. Reed made his speech of thanks in 

the same way, with the same spirit of 

party harmony as shown by Mr, Bailey. 
The Closing Scene, 

As the gavel fell and the speaker de- 
clared the Fifty-fifth congress ad- 
journed sine die the house of represent- 
atives dissolved into a mass meeting of 
patriotic American citizens. Fitzger- 
ald, the lone democratic representative 
from Massachusetts, was in the space 
in front of the speaker’s desk and be- 


‘gan to sing “America.” 


Instantly he was surrounded by a 
hundred men of all parties, who joined 
in the singing, and the old hymn was 
caught- up by the whole assembly, in- 
cluding the galleries. Gen. Henderson, 
the grizzled veteran of Iowa, swung his 
cane, which usually takes the place of 
his missing leg, and acted as the pre- 
centor, while the men who had lately 
constituted the house of representa- 
tives sang “My Country, ’Tis of Thee, 
Sweet Land of Liberty.” Then followed 
“Auld Lang Syne,” “Dixie,” “The Bon- 
nie Blue Flag,” and “The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” and as the crowd caught up 
the strains of the national hymn a great 
flag was unfurled im the chamber by a 
half dozen former representatives. 

President Well Pleased. 

Washington, March 6.—The presi- 
dent expresses himself as well pleased 
in general with the outcome of the 
session of congress just closed. He 
takes a hopeful view of conditions, be- 
lieving that the failure of congress to 
meet the requirements in several in- 
stances will not operate to embarrass 
the government seriously. It was the 
purpose of the president, had con- 
gress listened favorably to his request. 
for authority to appoint four addi- 
tional major generals, to have named 
Gens. Fitzhugh Lee, Wheeler, Wilson 
and Wood. It was a bitter disappoint- 
ment to the war department that the 
request of the president for authority 
to appoint only one additional major 
general of regulars should have been 
negatived. It was the purpose to name 
for that honor Gen. Shafter, in order 
that he might retire with the laurels 
that he has earned. The general must 
be retired by law on the 14th of the 
present month and must go out with 
only a volunteer’s commission.

Kaiserin Augusta and by the Amer- 
ican ships in port. 

Cables Thanks to Washington. 

Washington, March 6. — Admiral 
Dewey Saturday cabled Secretary 
Long as follows: 3 

“Manila, March 4.—Please accept for 
yourself, the president and congress and 
my countrymen my heartfelt thanks for 
the great honor which has been conferred 
upon me. 

(Signed) “DEWEY.” 

Rebels Fire on a Gunboat. 

Manila, March 6. — The rebels in the 
village of San Jose fired on the United 
States gunboat Bennington Saturday 
and the warship shelled the place and 
other suburbs of Manila. 

The United States transports Sen- 
ator and Ohio have arrived with reen- 
forcements of troops. The United 
States Philippine commissioners who 
arrived here Saturday on board the 
United States cruiser Baltimore have 
not yet landed. 

Position at Guadalupe Shelled. 

Manila, March 6. — At daylight Gen. 
Wheaton’s outposts discovered a large 
body of rebels attempting to cross the 
river for the purpose of reenforcing 
the enemy at Guadalupe, and a gunboat 
advanced under a heavy fire and poured 
shot into the jungle on both sides of 
the river and shelled the enemy’s posi- 
tion at Guadalupe, effectually but tem- 
porarily scattering the rebels. The 
enemy’s loss was heavy. Private John 
T. Oiz, of battery C, Third artillery, was 
killed. On board the gunboat Privates 
William Wheeler, of company L, and 
Louis Barrien, of company G, Califor- 
nia regiment, were wounded. 

Arrival of Reenforcements, 

Washington, March 6. — The war de- 
partment has received the following 
cablegram announcing the arrival at 
Manila of six companies of reenforce- 
ments for the army in the Philippines: 

“Manila, March 4.—Adjutant General, 
Washington: The transport Senator just 
arrived, troops in good health. One cas- 
ualty, accidental drowning. 

(Signed) VOTIS” 

The Senator carries companies A B, 
C. D, H and K, of the Twenty-second in- 
fantry, and sailed from San Francisco 
on the ist of February. The balance 
of this regiment will soon arrive at 
Manila on the transport Ohio, which 
followed the Senator. 

Ordered to Manila. 


Huntsville, Ala., March 6.—The third 


battalion of the Sixteenth infantry, as 


it was boarding the train for Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., Sunday, was or- 
dered to San Francisco, to take trans- 
port for Manila. The battalion post- 
poned its departure until to-day. 


Queen May Die. 

Brussels, March 6. — Queen Marie 
Henriette, who has been suffering from 
broncho-pneumonia, had a serious re- 
lapse atnoon Sunday. Her physicians 
were in constant attendance through- 
out the afternoon and early in the 
evening the last sacrament was ad- 
ministered. At that hour there seemed 
no hope of her recovery, but a bulletin 
at ten o’clock showed a slight: improve- 
ment and afforded a basis for reviving 
hope. All the members of the family 
have been summoned. 


Hanged Himself.

The real hero of the war between 
Spain and the United States is Admiral 
Dewey, and he is the man whom the 
entire people of America delight to 
honor. He has bravely won the highest 
title in the navy and he will worthily 
wear it. . 


Statistics with regard to. the amount 
of money brought to this country by 
European immigrants show that the 
German is the richest, with an average 
of $52.50, while the Englishman is a 
close second with $52. The Frenchman 
has $47.25 and the Belgian $45, while 
the Irishman brings but $15, the Russian 
$12.50 and the Italian $10. Probably the 
Ttalian takes more back to ‘his native 
land, however, than any of the others. 


The 1898 wheat crop was unprecedent- 
ed in quality, and also in quantity, the 
increase in acreage being nearly a mil- 
lion and a half acres. -Prices are satis- 
factory. The farm price for oats is 
25.6 cents a bushel in 1898, as against 
21.2 cents in 1897. Potatoes are bring- 


x ing only 41.4 cents a ‘bushel on the farm, 


which is a falling off of a little over 13 
cents from 1897, but the loss in price is 
believed to be offset by the increase in 
the volume of the crop, which exceeds 
by 21 per cent that of the preceding 
year. Hay is selling at 62 cents a ton 
less than in 1897, but the crop last year 
was the best on record. 
a 

It is said that a rapid increase of the 
white population of Honolulu is clearly 
indicated by an unprecedented multi- 
plication of new buildinigs in those sec- 
tions of the city occupied by the whites. 
It seems safe to say that such houses 


have at least doubled during the last 


two years. The larger number are mod- 
est cottages, but a good proportion are 
fine residences. In September, 1896, the 
city population was 29,000. It now prob- 
ably reaches 40,000. A large number of 
fine business structures have been erect- 
ed since that date and many more such 
are now in progress. Builders and con- 
tractors are findinig it difficult to meet 
the demands upon their resources. The 
lumber supply not long since was near- 
ly exhausted.

PROF. THOMPSON'S LECTURE, 


Prof. B. M. Thomipson led the busi- 
ness men’s class at the Congregational 
church yesterday morning in the dis- 
cussion of the question, ‘“Taxation. Do 


the rich bear their share? Should church 


property ‘be taxed?” 
The professor stated that the law pro- 


at the cash valuation, and if this were 
done there could be no question but that 
everyone, rich or otherwise, would bear 
his just proportion of taxation. 
stated 'that many had the idea that 
property consisted of debts. This was 
erroneous. He exemplified this by say- 


ing that if A owned a piece of property ` 
valued at $5,000, and sold it to B, tak- 


‘tion just. He further argued that tax- 
this did not create property to the value 
of $10,000; yet, should the note and 
mortgage be taxed. the - government 
would actually tax $10,000 worth of 
property where in fact there exsited 
only $5,000 property valuation. The pro- 
fessor did not think such double taxa- 
tion just. He further argude that tax- 
ing debts adds to the burden of the 
poorer classes, since the money lender 
will add to the rate of interest and 
charge the same to the borrower if he 
(the lender) is taxed for the mortgage. 
He contended that if ‘the rich man’s 
property was not properly taxed it was 
the fault of the assessor and not ‘the 
law. . 

Upon the proposition as to whether 
church property should be taxed, the 
professor argued: = = 

First. The state does not tax state 
property. : : 

Second. Property belonging to muni- 
cipal- corporations is not taxed: city 
halls, town halls, court houses, school 
houses and other public buildings. 
= The primary reason why all this class 
of property is not taxed is, that it be- 
longs to the public, for the use of the 
public, that no income nor benefit ac- 
crues to anyone except the public. 

Third. Property belonging to private 
corporations and held for the benefit, 
primarily, of ‘the public is untaxed: 
Young men’s societies, such as the Y. M. 
C. A., colleges, seminaries of learning 
and libraries. The reason is the same 
as in the case of public ‘buildings. 
There is no income from these which 


public. = 

Fourth. Property devoted to charity, 
such as hospitals, homes for the aged, 
orphan asylums and similar institu- 
tions. The reason for exemption is 
again the same. £ 

We do not understand that anyone 
contemiplates that property belonging 
to either of the four classes enumerated 
is to be placed upon the tax roll. 

It is not necessary in case of property 
held by a private corporation or by 
trustees for charity that the entire pub- 
lic are permitted to enjoy its benefits. 
It is sufficient that a portion of the pub- 
lic are benefited, and such benefit re- 
lieves the public burdens or duties. 

The profesosr then asks: ‘‘Why should 
church property not ‘be classed with 
public charities?’’... — 

He answers this by stating that much 
of the property belonging to the Cath- 
olic church would be exempt if the 
church itself was taxed. That much of 
the money realized by that church goes 


into hospitals, orphanages and schools, | 


and which are exempt under the four 
preceding classes. As to the Protestant 
churches, the professor stated: ‘‘Per- 
haps the primary object of Protestant 
churches is to give religious instruction, 
but in fact the duties of the clergyman 
in the pulpit is only a portion of the 
clergyman’s work. He aids the poor. 
He visits the sick. He buries the dead. 
He counsels and gives spiritual advice 
to the unfortunate. If the sermon is 
not a work of charity, these other la- 
bors are. ‘ 

> “No private or individual revenue is 
derived from the church, and we submit 
þe 
taxed unless the other property before 
enumerated is taxed. . 

In the general discussion which fol- 
lowed it was contended by some in the 
class, that while it may be unjust to 
tax the property in the first instance 
and again to tax the debt upon that 
property, making it a double taxation,

erty which is never reached and never 
handed to the assessor for taxation.

Editor Evening Times: 

The recent arrest of a business man 
for riding on the sidewalk, and the in- 
vestigations incident thereto, have 
brought to light a condition with refer- 
ence to our bicycle ordinance with 
which few of the 'wheelmen are famil- 
iar. A't the present time there is no 
special bicycle ordinance, All arrests 
are made under that portion of the sec- 
tion which reads as follows: “Nor shall 
any person make use of any sidewalk 
in any street, alley or, other public 
place in this city for skating, or for 
coasting with sleds, or for riding or 
going from place to place with bicycles 
or velocipedes.’’ ; 

At the. trial; the defendant contended 
that the road was impassable at the 
place where the offence was alleged to 
have taken place, namely, on ‘Ann st., 
between Division and State. He also 
claimed that it would have been impos- 
sible for him to have reached his home, 
from the place where he began riding 
on the walk, without using the side- 
walk by either riding or going with his 
wheel, either of which acts would have 
been a violation of the law. Neither of 
these statements was denied by either 
the complainant or the officer. The 
justice, while recognizing the force of 
the contention, could not do otherwise 
than impose a fine. . | 

It will be said by’ some that no one 
would ever be arrested and fined for 


merely wheeling his bicycle along the 


walk. They may point to a long period 
of years and say that no case has ever 
yet been brought. If the law is not need- 
ed and is not to ‘be enforced, why keep 
it longer on the books? There is al- 
ways a first case under any law, and 
we must all admit that, in all probabil- 
ity, the first case under the ‘‘going”’ 
part of this section will be the result 
of spite work on the part of the com- 
Laws which make such an- 
noyances possible, for purely personal 
reasons, are injurious to society. 

Since the matter came up I have 
talked with several persons who were 
members of the council at the time the 


ordinance was framed, and I find that it. 


was intended to absolutely prohibit 


wheels upon the walks of the city, so 


that if they came to be a nuisance they 


“could be removed. Such laws-invite law 
breakers unknowingly. 


They are un» 
just and unreasonable: Many instances 
might be enumerated as ‘to the prac- 


tical hardships which such a law, rig- 


idly enforced, would work. Most citi- 
zens, however, do not like to break the 
law even though they escape punish- 
ment. oe 

The wheelmen have not been unrea- 
sonable in their requests and the coun- 
cil has accorded them a respectful hear- 
ing at all times, Last year, at the re- 
quest of the wheelmen, the council re- 
pealed a very obnoxious ordinance. The 
wheelmen’s committee prepared an or- 
dinance which was submitted to a num- 
ber of prominent citizens and admitted 
by them to be fair,, This ordinance was 
presented to the chairman of the or- 
dinance comim'ttee of the council and 
outlined to several members of 
same, For some reason the matter was 
not pushed to completion. We shall 
: to amend the 
present law with reference to the use 
of walks, and pass a bicycle ordinance 
which will be just to every citizen, 
wheelmen as well as others. There 
were some members of the council who 
were opposed to the proposed changes, 
but we are confident that at least a 
majority will be favorable to our cause.

THE APPROPRIATION. 


Chairman Cannon Presents a State- 


ment Showing Expenditure of 
Money by Congress, 


Washington, March 6.—The -official | 


statement of Representative Joseph G. 
Cannon (Ill.), the chairman of the 
house appropriations committee, sum- 
ming up the appropriations of the 
Fifty-fifth congress, shows an aggre- 
gate appropriation by the entire con- 
gress of $1,566,890,016, and for the ses- 
sion just closed a' total of $673,658,400, 
with authority for contracts subject 
to future appropriations amounting 
to $70,000,000. Chairman Cannon’s 
statement in full follows: 


“The appropriations made at the session 
of congress just closed amount approx- 
imately to $678,658,400, and show an ap- 
parent reduction of $219,573,000 under the ap- 
propriations made at thepreceding session. 
This is attributable to the large expenses 
occasioned by the war with Spain that were 
provided for during the preceding session. 

“The entire appropriations made by the 
Fifty-fifth congress aggregate $1,566,890,- 
Of this sum $482,562,088.47 is directly 
chargeable to our late war with Spain or 
incident thereto. Deducting this charge 
from the whole amount of the appropria- 
tions, the remainder, $1,084,327,632.81, repre- 
sents the ordinary or normal appropria- 
tions made by the Fifty-fifth congress. 

“The appropriations made by the pre- 
ceding congress, Fifty-fourth, amounted 
to $1,044,580,273.87. A comparison shows an 
increase in ordinary appropriations made 
by this congress over those made by that 
congress, the Fifty-fourth, of $39,747,000; but 
this apparent increase is more than ac- 
counted for by increases under eight itemi 
alone, namely for pensions, $4,000,000; for 
the postal service, $16,000,000; for rivers and 
harbors, including work under contracts 


previously. authorized, $3,600,000; for new 


ships for the navy, $6,000,000; for beginning 
the work of the twelfth census, $1,000,000; 
for the Paris exposition, $1,200,000; for new 
public buildings, including the building for 
the department of justice, and for site and 


` partial construction of the new government 


printing office, about $5,000,000, and for pay- 
ment of judgments rendered against the 
government on account of French spolia- 
tions and under the Bowman act, $3,100;000; 
These very natural and necessary increases 
in public expenditures, on account of the 
pension list, the growth of the postal serv- 


“ice in response to the demands of com- 


merce,. the improvement of the great 
waterways of the country, and for increase 
of the navy, the construction of needed 
buildings to accommodate the government 
service in the cities of the country, the tak- 


nation in the great exposition to be held at 
Paria next year, and the payment of the 
French spoliation judgments and Bow- 
man act cases so long considered by and.

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The real hero of the war between 
Spain and the United States is Admiral 
Dewey, and he is the man whom the 
entire people of America delight to 
honor. He has bravely won the highest 
title in the navy and he ‘will worthily 
wear it. 


Statistics with regard to the amount 
of money brought to this country by 
European immigrants show that the 
German is the richest, with an average 
of $52.50, while the Englishman is a 
close second with $52. The Frenchman 
has $47.25 and the Belgian $45, while 
the Irishman brings but $15, the Russian 
$12.50 and the Italian $10. Probably the 
Tialian takes more back to ‘his native 
land, however, than any of the others. 


The 1898 wheat crop was unprecedent- 
ed in quality, and also in quantity, the 
increase in acreage being nearly a mil- 
lion and a half acres. -Prices are satis- 
factory. The farm price for oats is 
25.6 cents a bushel in 1898, as against 
21.2 cents in 1897. Potatoes are bring- 
ing only 41.4 cents a 'bushel on the farm, 
which is a falling off of a little over 13 
cents from 1897, but the loss in price is 
believed to be offset by the increase in 
the volume of the crop, which exceeds 
by 21 per cent that of the preceding 
year. Hay is selling at 62 cents a ton 
less than in 1897, but the crop last year 
was the best on record. 
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It is said that a rapid increase of the 
white population of Honolulu is clearly 
indicated by an unprecedented multi- 
plication of new buildings in those sec- 
tions of the city occupied by the whites. 
It seems safe to say that such houses 
have 
two years. The larger number are mod- 
est cottages, but a good proportion are 
fine residences. In September, 1896, the 
city population was 29,000. It now prob- 
ably reaches 40,000. ‘A large number of 
fine business structures have been erect- 
ed since that date and ‘many more such 
are now in progress. Builders and con- 
tractors are finding it difficult to meet 
the demands upon their resources. The 
-lumber supply not long since was near- 
ly exhausted.

Fourth. Property E to charity, 
such as hospitals, homes for the aged, 
orphan asylums and similar institu- 
tions. The reason for exemption is 
again the same. 

We do not understand that anyone 
contemplates that property belonging 
to either of the four classes enumerated 
is to be placed upon the tax roll. 

It is not necessary in case of property 
held by a private corporation or by 
trustees for charity that the entire pub- 
lic are permitted to enjoy its benefits. 
It is sufficient that a portion of the pub- 
lic are benefited, and such benefit re- 
lieves the public burdens or duties. 

The profesosr then asks: ‘‘Why should 
church property not be classed with 
public charities?’ 

He answers this by stating that much 
of the property belonging to the Cath- 
olic church would be exem/pt if the 
church itself was taxed. That much of 
the money realized by that church goes 


into hospitals, orphanages and schools, . 


and which are exempt under the four 
preceding classes. As to the Protestant 
churches, the professor stated: ‘‘Per- 
haps the primary object of Protestant 
churches is to give religious instruction, 
but in fact the duties of the clergyman 
in the pulpit is only a portion of the 
clergyman’s work. He aids the poor. 
He visits the sick. He buries the dead. 
He counsels and gives spiritual advice 
to the unfortunate. If the sermon is 
not a work of charity, these other la- 
bors are. ‘ 

“No private or individual revenue is 
derived from the church, and we submit 
‘be 
taxed unless the other property before 
enumerated is taxed. 

In the general discussion which fol- 
lowed it was contended by some in the 
class, that while it may be unjust to 
tax the property in the first instance 
and again to tax the debt upon that 
property, making it a double taxation, 


that there was considerable other prop- 


erty in the hands of the rich, such as 
monies, goods and other valuable prop- 
erty which is never reached and never 
handed to the assessor for taxation. 
How to reach such classes of tax 
dodgers no one in the class seemed 
ready to suggest. The president of the 
class thought that the only way >to 
remedy this evil was to make men per- 
fect, which he, perhaps, thought was 
one of the duties of the business men’s 
class. |

THE APPROPRIATION. 


Wackinsteas arch 6.—The -official | 
statement of Representative Joseph G. 
Cannon (Ill.), the chairman of the 
house appropriations committee, sum- 
ming up the appropriations of the! 
Fifty-fifth. congress, shows an aggre- 
gate appropriation by the entire con- 
gress of $1,566,890,016, and for the ses- 
sion just closed a’ total of $673,658,400, 
with authority for contracts subject 
to future appropriations amounting 
to $70,000,000. Chairman Cannon’s 
statement. in full follows: 


“The appropriations. made at the session 
of congress just closed amount approx- 
imately to $678,658,400, and show an ap- 
parent reduction of $219,573,000 under the ap- 
propriations made at thepreceding session. 
This is attributable to the large expenses 
occasioned by the war with Spain that were 
provided for during the preceding session. 

“The entire appropriations made by the 
Fifty-fifth congress aggregate $1,566,890,- 

` 016.28. Of this sum. $482,562,083.47 is directly 


chargeable to our late war with Spain or 


incident thereto. Deducting this charge 
from the whole amount of the appropria- 
tions, the remainder, $1,084,327,632.81, repre- 
sents the ordinary or normal appropria- 
tions made by the Fifty-fifth congress. 
“The appropriations made by the pre- 
ceding congress, Fifty-fourth, amounted 
to $1,044,580,273.87. A comparison shows an 
increase in ordinary appropriations made 
by this congress over those made by that 
congress, the Fifty-fourth, of $39,747,000; but 
this apparent increase is more than ac- 
counted for by increases under eight itemi | 
alone, namely for pensions, $4,000,000; for | 
the postal service, $16,000,000; for rivers and 
harbors, including work under contracts. 
previously. authorized, $3,600,000; for new 
ships for the navy, $6,000,000; for beginning 
the work of the twelfth census, $1,000,000;

Harry Hunt Writes of Uncle Sams

Dear Friend: Your of recent date re- 
ceived and, it is needless to say, read 


with great pleasure. I am glad to be 


able to say that as yet I am perfectly | 


well. There are a number of the boys 


on the sick list, although ‘there are few 
serious cases. The principal ailments 
around the camp are mumps and 
measles. 

There is nê news so I will tell you 
something about the people we see here, 
First of the Spanish, who form’ the 
wealthier class and do nearly all the 
business. They are undersized, as you 
know, and as a general rule dress very 
well, They make no bones of their 
hatred of the Cubans, but treat us very 
respectfully. That last is the reason 
that the boys think them better than 
the Cubans, who are sometimes a trifle 
rude. The Spaniards are better edu- 
cated and are very polite and oily, but 
I won’t vouch for ‘their sincerity. The 
soldiers among the Spanish are partic- 
ularly nice to us. I suppose they are 
gladt hat we defeated them so they can 
go home. One of the boys saluted one 
of their “high mogul” officers the other 
day to see what he ‘would do. He 
bowed, removed his hat and spoke. 

There is one thing certain. This is the 
place to see beautiful women. I never 
Saw anything like it in my life. Almost 
every Spanish lady one comes acress 
is simiply entrancing. 

The people sleep nearly all day on ac- 
count of the heat, and are never seen 
until evening, when they promenade for 
exercise and transact their ‘business. 
When two ladies meet here they greet 
each other by a kiss on each cheek. 
They all carry fans, and the young la- 
dies, always with chaperons, can flirt 
with them quite dexterously. It made 
us wish that we could talk Spanish. 
They sit all along the ends of the walk 
on the seats too, you know, and all we 
could do was to look on. But the poor 
Cubans, especially the old men, women 
and children! It doesn’t seem as if 
they ever could have been worse off, 
yet their condition during the time of 
Spanish rule is said to have been in- 
comparably worse. About all the 
clothes they wear are made of burlap 
sacks that they have picked up here 
and there, and most of the children run 
about stark naked. We had a few days 
of comparatively cold weather, and 
someo f the time we ‘wore our blouses 
in the evening. The poor Cubans did 
not enjoy it very mutch, They stood 
around saying ‘‘Mutcho frio,” meaning 
very cold. I don’t see how they live. 
The only things they had to éat as far 
as we could see was what we gave 
them, and we could only get about half 
what we wanted of anything but hard- 
tack. They would gather around at

THE CUBANS. 


Harry Hunt Writes of Uncle Sams 
Proteges, 
The following letter was written from 
Cuba by Harry Hunt, of Co. G: 
Dear Friend: Your of recent date re- 


ceived and, it is needless to say, read 


with great pleasure. I am glad to be 
able to say that as yet I am perfectly 


well, There are a numiber of the boys 


on the sick list, although there are few 
serious cases. The principal ailments 
around the camp are mumps and 
measles, 

There is n8 news so I will tell you 
something about the people we see here. 
First of the Spanish, who form the 
wealthier class and do nearly all the 
business. They are undersized, as you 
know, and as a general rule dress very 
well. They make no bones of their 
hatred of the Cubans, but treat us very 
respectfully. That last is the reason 
that the boys think them better than 
the Cubans, who are sometimes a. trifle 
rude. The Spaniards are better edu- 
cated and are very polite and oily, but 
I won’t vouch for ‘their sincerity. The 
soldiers among the Spanish are partic- 
ularly nice to us. I suppose they are 
gladt hat we defeated them so they can 
go home. One of the boys saluted one 
of their “high mogul” officers the other 
day to see what he would do. He 
bowed, removed his hat and spoke. 

There is one thing certain. This is the 
place to see beautiful women. I never 
Saw anything like it in my life. Almost 
every Spanish lady one comes acress 
is simply entrancing. 

The people sleep nearly all day on ac- 
count of the heat, and are never seen 
until evening, when they promenade for 
exercise and transact their business. 
When two ladies meet here they greet 
each other by a kiss on each’ cheek. 
They all carry fans, and the young la- 
dies, always with chaperons, can flirt 
with them quite dexterously. It made 
us wish that we could talk Spanish. 
They sit all along the ends of the walk 
on the seats too, you know, and all we 
could do was to look on. But the poor 
Cubans, especially the old men, women 
and children! It doesn’t seem as if 
they ever could have been worse off, 
yet their condition during the time of 
Spanish rule is said to have been in- 
comparably worse. About all the 
clothes they wear are made of burlap 
sacks that they have picked up here 
and there, and most of the children run 
about stark naked. We had a few days 
of comparatively cold weather, and 
someo f the time we twore our blouses 
in the evening. The poor Cubans did 
not enjoy it very much, They stood 
around saying ‘‘Mucho frio,” meaning 
very cold. I don’t see how they live. 
The only things they had to éat as far 
as we could see was what we gave 
them, and we could only get about half 
what we wanted of anything but hard- 
tack. They would gather around at 
mess calls with tomato cans they had 
picked up, and would beg scraps from 
us. Many a time have I seen them 
grab pieces of pork rind, pieces of salt 
junk and other similar delicacies from 
the fire when it seemed as though they 
must burn their fingers. In’ all places 
of any size theg overnment issues ra- 
tions to these people. Of course we are 
often imposed upon by the Cubans, and 
some of them draw rations when they 
really do not need them, but the great 
majority are in desperate Straits. They 
are about the dirtiest mortals you could 
imagine, but in view of their circum- 
stances and the trials they have passed 
through there seems to be some excuse 
for it.
